SHOULD CANADA BECOME 
A REPUBLIC?

A republic is a form of state 
based on the principle that 
sovereignty resides in the peop'e, 
who delegate the power to rule 
in their behalf to elected repre¬ 
sentatives and officials. If Ca¬ 
nada were to become a republic, 
she would deelgate trust and 
faith to officials of the country 
and have no recognition of the 
Queen. In some cases, a coun¬ 
try which has taken the step to 
be a republic turns out to be a 
victim of tyrannical government, 
for the republican form of state 
may be used for autocratic and 
dictatorial purposes. 


Canada would suffer in many 
ways if she became a republic. 
Her bonds with the Common¬ 
wealth mean a great deal to trade 
and world friendliness. The Com¬ 
monwealth has been successful 
and will continue to be success¬ 
ful because of unity, co-opera¬ 
tion, mutual consultation, and 
friendly and informal discussions. 
It remains together because its 
members find they can be im¬ 
mensely useful to each other and 
to the world as .an organization 
and not as separate groups. 

To the members of this great 
organization, special privileges 
have been granted. An example 
is "Preferential Tariffs." These 
are put on goods entering a coun¬ 
try belonging to the Common¬ 
wealth. Without Canada in this 
group, the tariffs would be re¬ 
moved.

CFP Sends a 
Warm Wecome to 
Cold Lake Client 

OTTAWA (CFP) — Canadian 
Forces Press extends a warm 
welcome this month, and its co¬ 
operation, to a new client at CFB 
Cold Lake, Alta. 

CFP thus adds its 52nd pub¬ 
lication to the list of armed 
forces clients it services with 
news and feature material. It 
also serves nine forces radio sta¬ 
tions here and in Europe. 

The papers — offset, letter- 
press and even stencil produced 
— have a total press run of 
70,000. They originate at com¬ 
mand, base and station levels in 
Canada and Europe for regular 
forces readers and in a variety 
of units of the reserves. 

They include well established 
weeklies and bi-weeklies, some 
appearing monthly and others 
less often. 

All have a common aim — to 
inform the military member and 
his family on what is going on in 
the forces. 

Importance Stressed 

In a time of reorganization of 
the forces on such an unpre- 
cendented scale, the importance 
of unofficial service newspapers 
as a medium of information to 
inform service personnel of 
changes and their significance 
has correspondingly developed. 

CFP has been established at 
Ottawa to encourage the growth 
of papers such as Cold Lake's 
venture. 

In addition to news material, 
CFP provides encouragement to 
part-time editors by means of 
technical tips and information. A 
total of 45 editors, including 
F/L O. G. Amesbury of Cold 
Lake, attended a conference at 
CFB Uplands, Ottawa, in Sep¬ 
tember where they were address¬ 
ed by Defence Minister Leo 
Cadieux, himself a former weekly 
editor; Air Marshal F. R. Sharp, 
vice-chief of defence staff, and 
high-powered representatives of 
the Canadian Weekly News¬ 
papers Association.

Halifax — Leading Seamon 
Doyle C. White, of Lookport, 
N.S., received the British Em¬ 
pire Medal from the Honourable 
H.P. MacKeen, Lieut.-Governor 
of Nova Scotia, at an investiture 
at Government House on Nov. 9. 

Ldg. Sea. White was awarded 
the BEM for his action during 
a flash-fire on board the helicop¬ 
ter-destroyer HMCS Nipigon at

Ldg. Sea. White was in his 
mess when two explosions blew 
the locked cover off a tank con¬ 
taining helicopter fuel, resulting 
in a flash fire. He was burned 
on the face and hands. He es¬ 
caped from the mess and after 
reporting the fire returned to the 
scene. Learning that an uncon¬ 
scious man was still in the mess, 
he donned breathing apparatus 
and made his way through the 
heavy black smoke which filled 
the area. Freeing the unconscious 
man, Ldg. Sea. White, with the 
assistance of Able Seaman W.T. 
Gray of St. Johns, NfId., who 
had just entered, carried the man 
to safety then searched to ensure 
no one was left in the mess. 

Both sailors then worked with 
the damage control parties in ex. 
tinguishing the fire in the mess, 
which was adjacent to a n am- 
munition storage compartment 
and in the removal cf smoul¬ 
dering material. Only then did 
Ldg. Sea. White seek medical 
attention.

OTTAWA (CFP) — General J. 
V. Allard, recently appointed 
colonel commandant of the Royal 
Canadian Infantry Corps, has 
sent a letter acknowledging the 
"great honour" to all his in¬ 
fantry units, 

"I have always believed that the 
inherent, native intelligence 
which the Canadian infantryman 
has posessed from his earliest 
fighting days, in the woods and 
on the rivers and lakes of the 
new world, in the 17th and 18th 
centuries, and which confounded 
the professionally - trained Eu¬ 
ropean soldier, can meet any 
challange", he wrote. 

"This has been proven in the 
first and second world wars, in 
the Korean war, as part of the 
deterrent force in Europe, and in 
our various peacekeeping actii- 
vities." 

The chief of the defence staff 
mentioned the progression of 
forms of fighting and said the 
"key to the infantryman as the 
back-bone of the ground forces 
is his flexibility -— wheter he is 
fighting in a mechanized role, 
in an air-portable role, in a 
parachute role, or in an assault 
role from the sea..."

EDMONTON, November 14th, 
i 1967 ■—- The 1st Battalion, 

Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry ,a battery from the 3rd 
Regiment, Royal Canadian Horse 


Artillery and a squadron from 
The Fort Garry Horse Armoured 
Regiment will form the next 
Canadian Contigent to serve with 
the United Nations in Cyprus. 

The units will begin their six 
months tour of duty next April 
subject to the Government's ap¬ 
proval following a renewal of the 
forces United Nations mandate in 
December. 

The PPCLI will be the ninth 
infantry battalion to serve in 
Cyprus and will take their head¬ 
quarters and two infantry com¬ 
panies with them from their 
home station in Edmonton. 

This will be the second time 
since 1964, when the UN forces 
was established, that a Canadian 
Artillery Battery has carried out 
the peace-keeping sub-unit under 
battalion headquarters. The bat¬ 
tery comes from Winnipeg and 
The Fort Garry Squadron from 
Calgary. 

About 900 Canadians are now 
serving in Cyprus, including a 
number on the staff and signals 
detachments at UN headquarters. 
In 1966 there was a reduction 
of about 120 Canadians whe 
the entire UN force was cut in 
size. 

Lt.-Gen. W. A. B. Anderson, 
Commander of Mobile Command, 
which provides the units for the 
Cyprus Contigent, recommended 
the inclusion of artillery person 
nel in the contigent. General 
Anderson stated that it would be 
desirable from time to time to 
include the artillery in the 
Cyprus rotation so that this arm, 
along with the armour and in¬ 
fantry, can receive UN ex¬ 
perience. In this way ,the combat 
arms team is given increased op¬ 
portunity to work together. The 
contigent in Cyprus does much 
of its work from observation 
posts and observation is one of 
the important skills in the 
artillery. 

Returning from Cyprus in April 
will be headquarters and three 
companies of The 1st Battalion 
Black Watch from Canadian 
Forces Base Gagetown and a re¬ 
connaissance squadron of The 
Fort Garry Horse from Calgary.

I The men are memebers of 
Winnipeg's 3rd Regiment, Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery, and 
the 2nd Surface-to-Surface Mis¬ 
sile Battery of Canadian Forces 
Base Shilo, Man. Out to track 
them down are RCMP detach¬ 
ments in the three Prairie pro¬ 
vinces, along with roving military 
patrols. 

The men were flown from 
Winnipeg to Calgary today by the 
RCAF, At Calgary they set off 
on foot with maps, compasses, 
sleeping bags and five days pack 
rations. They may also "live off 
the land", if necessary. Along the 
route to Edmonton and across 
the Prairies — apart from dodg¬ 
ing the law — they will be re¬ 
quired to perform a number of 
tasks to gain information for 
make-believe future operations. 

The men are carrying no 
weapons or money and are 
dressed in army combat uniforms 
with white armbands on each 
sleeve. They are permitted to 
hitch hike and accept any help 
offered by civillians. 

Photographs of the men have 
been circulated to all RCMP 
detachments along the route, and 
if captured will be released after 
names and other particulars are 
given. Although not a competi¬ 
tion between teams, points are 
lost each time a group is apprea- 
hended. 

And just to make sure the 
Prairie trek is no snap, broad¬ 
casting outlets will carry police 
reports asking citizens to report 
sightings of the men to the 
nearest RCMP detachment. 

Although the cards are stacked 
against them, exercise planners 


say obstacles are no worse than 
they would encounter if travell¬ 
ing through real hostile country¬ 
side. Although citizens are asked 
to report sightings, they may also 
offer help in the form of trans¬ 
portation and shelter if they 
wish. 

The men may not acquire 
assistance by force or threat or 
resort to violence in any form. 
Outside of breaking the law, they 
may use any means they see fit 
to carry out their missions. 

Teams are required to report 
by long-distance telephone to 
their Winnipeg headquarters 
every 24 hours, to divulge loca¬ 
tion and plans for the next 24- 
hour period. 

The six-day battle of wits and 
endurance is the brainchild of 
Lt.-Col, Robert G. Heitshu 
(Hiteshoo) of Quebec City, com¬ 
manding officer of the 3rd 
Regiment, RCHA. Directing the 
excercise is one of his officers, 
Capt. J. P. Bouvette of Shawini- 
gan, P. Q. 

Similar escape and evasion 
exercises have been staged in 
past years by these units, but 
over different terrain between 
western Ontario and the Rocgy 
Mountains. Participants in this 
year's venture will be out to 
surpass last year's record, when 
all teams were caught before 
reaching home base.

HALIFAX (CP) — The Corn¬ 
wallis naval base near Digby, 

N.S., will be expanded next 

spring to become a major train¬ 

ing centre for Canada's 3rmed 
forces. Defense Minister Leo 
Cadieux annonced yesterday. 

Mr. Cadieux told a news 
conference that about 60 in¬ 
structors will be added to the 
staff of Cornwallis, which will 
become the basic training base 
for ail English-speaking air force 
and navy men and for all women 
from the three forces. The 

French-language base will be St. 
Jean ; Que. 

Mr. Cadieux said the expan¬ 
sion will take place about April 
or May and the average number 
of recruits taking the eight- 
week course will be 1,000. 

This will include about 500 
naval recruits per year, who take 
basic training at Cornwallis at 
present, plus about 500 air force 
personnel who will go to Corn¬ 
wallis, rather than St. Jean, where 
they take currently basic train¬ 
ing, a department spokesman said 
yesterday. He said army basic 
training will still be given ati 
depots across the country. 

Basic training for officer can¬ 
didates in the forces is given at 
the three service colleges, and 
this will continue ,the spokesman 
said.

The quick thinking of an army 
instructor on the grenade range 
at Calgary's Sarcee Barracks last 
June has won him the "Queen's 
Commendation for Brave Con¬ 
duct". 

Corporal Harold W. Hutchison, 
43, of Toronto, serving with the 
Fort Garry Horse ormoured re¬ 
giment at Calgary, saved two 
soldiers from possible death or 
severe injury by hastily disposing 


of a grenade whose fuse had 1 
accidentally started to burn. 

On June 28, Corporal Hut¬ 
chinson was appointed non-com¬ 
missioned officer in charge of the 
priming bay on the Sarcee Bar¬ 
racks grenade range. While a 
soldier under the corporal's 
supervision was inserting a fuse 
into a grenade, the fuse started 
burning 

"With complete disregard for 
his own personal safety", the 
citation states, "Corporal Hut¬ 
chinson immediately grasped the 
grenade from the soldier's hand 
and threw it out of the priming 
bay". It added that "by this 
immediate response to a danger¬ 
ous situation, Corporal Hutchin¬ 
son saved two soldiers from pos¬ 
sible severe injury or death". 

The award published in the 
Oct. 28 edition of the Canada 
Gazette. 

Corporal Hutchinson joined the 
Army in May, 1954. He and his 
wife now live in Calgary. ,

Memorial Trophy has been pre¬ 
sented by the Canadian Forces 
to the Western Football Con¬ 
ference for their permanent re¬ 
tention to be awarded annually 
to the Most Valuable Player in 
the Western Conference. 

As he made the presentation 
at Canadian Forces Base Calgary 
Oct 19, Brigadier S.C. Waters, 
Commander 1 Canadian Infantry 
Brigade Group requested Mr, P. 
M Mahoney, President of the 
WFC, to award the trophy so 
that it may continue to be an 
active remembrance of a cour¬ 
ageous Canadian officer and out¬ 
standing sportsman, Lieutenant 
Colonel Jeff Nicklin, Command¬ 
ing Officer of 1 Parachute Bat¬ 
talion in 1945. 

Lt.-Col Nicklin was killed in 
action while parachuting into 
Germany during the great air¬ 
borne crossing of the Rhine in 
March 1945. He was shot as 
he struggled to free himself from 
his dangling parachute, snagged 
in a tree. 

Prior to demobiilzation at 
Niagra - on - the - Lake in 1945 
members of the Parachute Bat¬ 
talion originated this trophy to 
perpetuate the name of their

Infantry in Edmonton who ar¬ 
ranged the presentation of the 
prized award to the player ad¬ 
judged the Most Valuable Player 
by Western sports writers and 
broadcasters. 

The changing roles of these 
units and their disassociation with 
the active airborne element of 
the Forces led to the placing of 
the Jeff Nicklin Memorial Tro¬ 
phy in the custodianship of the 
Western Football Conference.

Poor Charlie. Just when he

Charlie would then 
dazedly shift his rifle widely in 
all directions, vainly trying to 
plain pitiful. And you fellas know 
just how understanding and 
sympathetic an orderly sergeant 
can be when it is him that's 
going to get hell from the in¬ 
specting officer for the condition 
of his huts.

Whether it was laying a cinder 
track to the Officers' Mess in 
the camp, helping to scrub out 
the NAAFI canteen or spending 
a restful day in the weapon stores 
cleaning Bren guns, Charlie was 
at ease. 

Like all good things, Charlie 
became an expert at fatigue 
duties.

Instead of following 
the manual, he invented new 
ways of his own in doing fatigues. 
And that idea, as you will re¬ 
member, can be deadly. 

"I think", says Charlie one 
bright October morning at Army 
H.Q. in Leatherhead.
